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wards of $200,000,000. As our author¬ 
ity says: “To this huge devastation 
must be added the enormous annual 
destruction caused by forest insects, 
stored product insects, etc.” Upon 
this statement the Entomologist 
founds a well-sustained’argument in 
favor of the protection of insectivor¬ 
ous birds, such as the prairie horned- 
luik, the robin, the somewhat despised 
crow, the red-breasted Nuthatch, the 
Western Tanager, the Myrtle Warb¬ 
ler, the Chicadee, grouse, gulls, and 
many other kinds. In the state of 
Iowa it has been estimated that tree 
sparrows annually devour something 
like 895 tons of weed seeds. Speaking 
of the robin, an investigation in To¬ 
ronto found that a single bird kept in¬ 
confinement ate 166 cutworms in one 
day. Another authority states that a 
brotod of prairie horned-larks consum¬ 
ed 400 cutworms in one day. This 
same authority, namely, Mr. Norman 
Criddle, Dominion Entomologist in 
Manitoba, declares that six crows arc 
capable of consuming three bushels of 
grasshoppers in one season. It is re¬ 
corded that in certain places in Mani¬ 
toba areos of growing grain were sav¬ 
ed from destruction by the pestilent 
grasshopper owing to the presence of 
large flocks of gulls. In light of these 
facts it is gratifying to be informed 
by the Dominion Entomologist, Mr. 
Arthur Gibson, to wit, that the im¬ 
portance of protecting our useful 
birds is becoming more and more rec¬ 
ognized, especially by farmers and 
fruit growers.

The public statement of Mr. W. L. 
McKinnon, chairman of the Municipal 
Administiation and Finance Commit¬ 
tee of the Bond Dealers’ Association, 
in respect to the* wasting of public 
moneys by various Saskatchewan mu¬ 
nicipalities, in consequence of which 
these centres are now unable to meet 
their bond interest, is sufficient to 
give one a chill. At the same time 
it will unquestionably do a great deal 
of good in the long run.

it, the body will suffer, no matter how 
much of the other elements it may be 
getting. The same principle' applies 
to the feeding of plants. No matter 
how rich the soil in a certain field 
may be in all the elements of plant 
food but one, if there is- not enough 
of that one the crop will be poor. 

The principle of balance applies to 
every problem where several factors 
have to be combined. It applies very 
definitely and directly to the matter 
of industrial prosperity which is quite 
as complicated and depends upon 
quite as many things, art* working in 
combination, as the problem how to 
feed plants and animals. No matter 
how many elements are present or 
how abundant they are, if one is lack¬ 
ing or is present in too small a quan¬ 
tity, the lact of that one will limit 
prosperity. If the other kinds are 
abundant, they are likely to be unem¬ 
ployed a large part of the time. 

Careful study of the problem is like¬ 
ly to discover that and many hitherto 
unrecognized elements are necessary 
to economic prosperity as to bodily 
health. It is easy to think that all 
the essential elements of prosperity 
are present, and to wonder why pros¬ 
perity does not come. From that it is 
a short step to conclude that the lack 
of prosperity is owing to the machin¬ 
ations of some person j>r group of per¬ 
sons, whereas

“The truth is that Humboldt was in 
good financial shape a few years ago 
and now through no fault of any bond 
Ttolder, the town is in bad shape finan¬ 
cially.” 

Mr. McKinnon goes on to say that 
any well-handled town can stand a 
debt of $100 per head, but when it 
comes to a place like Battleford, for 
instance with a debt of $440 per head 
and a population of 1,100 there is cer¬ 
tainly much to be desired. Then there 
is Melville, which if after all only a 
town, with its $75,000 town hall; and 
Sutherland, still another, which has 
spent over $100 per head of popula- 
Tiort for sewers alone. 

The Canadian West, it is well to re¬ 
collect, is largely dependent for its 
capital upon the Canadian East.

It may appear startling, but it is a 
fact, that if all the insect pest ravag¬ 
ing our crops could be suppressed, and 
all the plant and Tree diseases eradi¬ 
cated, and the incrcsed, revenue eradi- 
rrved by the country thereby could be' 
turned into the Dominion Treasury, 
there would need to be no question of 
taxation.

NEWS OP GENERAL INTEREST 


The Calgary Y.M.CA. fund reaches 
the $36,000 mark on Saturday last.

Seven thousand members have en¬ 
rolled in the ranks of the Junior Red 
Cross since the beginning .of June. 
This was the announcement given out 
here which handles this branch of the 
Red Cross work for the Province. Be¬ 
fore the campaign started in June the 
membership in the Junior Branch to¬ 
talled 6,000. Surprising success has 
been attained in this branch of the 
work and the executive is confident 
that this total will be far exceeded 
when all the returns are in. Eighty 
schools in Alberta have now won the 
Lieut.-Governor Brett banner for one 
hundred per cent, enrolment in the 
Junior Red Cross, and there will be 
many more when the reports are all 
in. ^ ' 

The active work in, organizing the 
new branches and setting tha little 
people to work will not commence un¬ 
til after school opens in the fall. It 
was thought unwise to begin this dur¬ 
ing vacation time. 

In Calgary the Junior Red Cross 
has gained 4,000 new members and 
they are very active. At the recent 
parade held by the Army and Navy 
Veterans, the Juniors carried off two 
prizes for their floats. One float car¬ 
ried a class of Juniors studying first 
aid and the other a boy making toys 
for crippled children. The Juniors 
are soon to have a paper of their own. 
The Canadian- Red Cross Headquart¬ 
ers is planning the publication of a 
small magazine which will be devoted 
to their work. The organization has 
looked after two interesting cases of 
sick and cripple kiddies lately, one in 
Calgary and the other all the way 
from Peace River. 


The Okotoks Review reports that a 
considerable amount of moisture fell 
in the Okotoks district and that crops 
there are only slightly damaged by the 
drought.

Of the total grain fifteen per 
cent, went to the United States and 
thirteen per cent, of the wheat was 
consigned to the same country.

ARE NEAR TO OIL SANDS 


Of all menaces to agriculture in 
the prairie provinces, it Is unani¬ 
mously agreed that the loss sustained 
from weeds far outweigh the loss 
from any other preventable cause. 
Realising this, the decision was 
reached by the Provincial Govern¬ 
ments of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, that If the Canadian 
Pacific Railway would' provide the 
service, a special lnterprovmcia'l 
train on weed control would be 
equipped and sent out. The Railway 
Company concurred in the plan, and 
on the morning of 24th January the 
Special train consisting «.f two 
lecture cars, one car for display of 
Implements, another exhibiting row¬ 
ing weeds, Ac., and Tourist Dining 
Car, opened up at Dominion City, 
Man., upon a tour of six weeks—two 
weeks to each province—to conclude 
In Southern Alberta the first week 
In March. Any pessimism which 
may have existed with respect to the 
success of this mission was soon 
dispelled. From the outset great 
difficulty was experienced in hand¬ 
ling the large crowds at each point 
visited, and on some occasions It was 
necessary to obtain the use of the 
local hall in order to accommodate 
all.

At last reports the diamond drilling 
the Original Discovery well at Water- 
ton.

Coleman after an investigation made 
at the request of Hon. T. A. Crerar, 
regarding the elevators “B” and “E” 
at Fort William. Henderson made his 
charges before the royal grafti com¬ 
mission. The invitation for an in¬ 
quiry, issued by Hon. T. A. Crerar, of¬ 
fered every faculty to assist the C.P. 
R. in its investigations and on July 
14 the C.P.R. president exonerated the 
U.G.G. as above.*
